American Mobilization 

Reviewing the strength of Great 
Britain's allies, Colonel Repington 
writes: 

“The American troops are not com- 
ing in as fast as some sanguine esti- 
mate foretold, but I feel sure that 
General Bridges, who accompanied 
Mr. Balfour to the United States, must 
have given the war cabinet a pretty 
accurate forecast. The American 
army can be only a contingent dur- 
ing the next few months, This is all 
the more reason why we this year 
should place every available man in 
the field. 

“IT want to tell the people of Eng- 
land, particularly the ministerial pol- 
troons who bleat about our losses, 
that our total casualties in killed, 
wounded and missing since the war 
began are but a little higher than the 
number of French dead. The only 
suitable recognition we can make of 
French heroism is to help them now 
in their hour of need, 


*“Damning Indictment” 

“Field Marshal Haig's recent state- 
ment that his drafts did not reach him 
in time to be properly trained, and 
that he had to fight 131 German divi- 
sions with half that number,” he adds, 
“is the most Sarpping dedistmens. of 
the war cabinet that could have been 
made,” 

When Mr. Lloyd George became 
premier, Colonel Repington goes on, 
he rejoiced that he thought he meant 
more vigorous prosecution of the war, 
and particularly the utilization of mil- 
lions of civilians, but he found that it 
meant nothing of the sort. Pursuing 
his criticism of the Lloyd George 
cabinet, he declares that “by imposing 
upon Halg a certain course of action 
contrary to that agreed upon at the 


allied conference of November, 1916, 
the cabinet incurred grave responsi- 


bility.” 
Do Work of Two 

He says further, that each man at 
the front has had to do the work of 
two “because the premier has lacked 
the courage to tell the country the 
truth and to pass on to the public the 
advice he must have received from any 
generai staff conscious of its duty. 

“The most favorable construction I 
can place on the premier's inaction,” 
he adds, “is that he was gambling for 
peace by Christmas. But in spite of 
his inimicable speeches, no peace 
came,” 

In this strain, the writer proceeds at 
great length. He charges the cabinet 
with procrastination and cowardice. 

“The questicn which concerns most 
deeply every man, women and child 
in the United Kingdom,” he declared, 
“Is whether Hajg's men will now be 
sufficiently reinforced to enable them 
to compete witn the enemy on fair 
terms. My opinion is that they will 
not be.” 


Full Confidence 

LONDON, Jan. 24.—Andrew Bonar 
Law, the government leader in the 
House of Commons, replying to a 
orogs-fire of queniens. today, declared 
that Gen. Sir William Robertson, chief 
of the Imperial staff, and Field Mar- 
shal Haig, bave the full confidence of 
the government and the war cabinet, 
and that so far as he knew, no mem- 
ber of the government was behind the 
attacks which were being made 
against those generals in the press. 
He also declined to admit the ac- 
curacy of a suggestion made by Ken- 
nedy Jones, that in January last, Field 
Marshal tiaig, by order of the war 
cabinet, was made supordinate to Gen, 
Nivelle, the French commander. 


INCREASE OF RAILWAY RATES 
DEFERRED UNTIL FURTHER 
HEARING BEFORE CABINET 


Action Applies to All Rates with the Exception of Rates on Wheat, 
Operation of Which Were Postponed Until June 1 by Special 
Judgment of the Board—Anouncement That Present Rates Will 
Stand Until March Was Made by Premier, 
ponement of Hearing until March 1. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

OTTAWA, Jan. 24, — Increased 
freight and passenger railway rates 
,uthorized by the railway board in its 
judgment of December 26, 1917, can 
not become effective until some time 
in March. The increases, with the 
exception of the rates on wheat, de- 
ferred by a special judgment of the 
board until June 1, were to have be- 
come operative on February 1, 

Announcement that the present 
rates will stand until March was made 
by Sir Robert Borden when the hear- 
Ing was resumed this afternoon. Sir 
Robert Borden suggested that after 
Mr. Symington had closed his argu- 
ment the hearing be adjourned until 
March 1, and that the opposing parties 
should place their cases in the hands 
of the government in printed form, 

The Premier further suggested that 
those opposed to the order should 
have their case in the hands of the 
government by February 8. The rail- 
ways could take until February 18 
to reply, and the rejoinder on behalf 
of the protesting governments and 
other bodies could be prepared not 
later than February 28. If the pro- 
vinelal governments and the agricul- 
tural and the commercial interests 
thought it desirable to file separate 
cases they should consult with one 
another in order to prevent repetition, 

Arguments Deferred 

The hearing of verbal arguments 
would be deferred until March 1, and 
the bringing into force of the new 
rates would be postponed until some 
time after the date fixed for the re- 


sumed hearing. No objection was 
raised to the proposal, 
Regarding the appeal to the su- 


preme court, Sir Robert said he would 
leave that matter to be dealt with by 
the acting minister of justice, Hon, 
A. L, Sifton. 

H. J. Symington, K.C,, Winnipeg, 
counsel for the provincial govern- 
ments of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta, argued that if the serious 
step of taking over the railways should 
devolve upon the government the in- 
creased rates authorized by the rail- 
way board would add to the earning 
capacity of the roads by $40,000,000 
per year, and correspondingly increase 
their value, The people, he said, 
would in the meantime be paying the 
extra rates. 

Economically Unsound

The Owasco is the American ship 
recently reported as having been one 
of three vessels sunk while passing a 
lighthouse, with the submarine lying 
offshore, and picking the vessels off 
as they passed through the beam of 


light. The two other ships sunk were 
a Norwegian and a British ship. The

LONDON, Jan, 24.——Addressing the 
executive officers of the local food 
commission at Manson House today, 
Lord Rhondda, the food controller, 
said that those at home are engaged 
in a task hardly second to that of the 
troops at the front. The scheme of 
rationing, it was proposed to adopt, 
he added, would affect one-fourth of 
the whole population of the country. 
On February 25 he wanted them to 
commence rationing, not only with 
butter and margarine, but with meat. 
In the next few months there would 
be a grea. scarcity of meat, but after 
that there would be an easing up. 
Explaining his scheme of rationing in 
meat, which will apply to London and 


| the home counties, Lord Rhondda said 
|it was proposed to start with a ration 


of meat for adults and a half-ration 
;for children below six years, In 
Birmingham the scheme of rationing 
had been in operation since January 
1. There other local schemes also 
were being enforced. The ministry

schemes in South Wales and Scotland, 
and before long the whole country 
would be covered.

FoodController Sounds Warning to Consumers and Retail- | 
ers Respecting Storing of Flour — “Standard” Flour | 


Need Have No Terrors, Says Merchant Returning | |°° 


From War-bread Area in United States. 


Definite instruction against 
stocking of flour by millers, wholesal- 
ers and retailers have been issued by 
the food controller, a statement in re- 
gard to this matter containing the fol- 
lowing warning: 

“Lew it be distinctly understood that 
millers, wholesalers and bakers who 
do not accede to this request will be 
promptly dealt with, and the shipment 
of flour by or to these persons will be 
prohibited.” 

Complaints are being made that not 
only the wholesalers and retailers, 
but also the consumers, in a large 
number of cases, are stocking up with 
patent flour in order to have a large 
supply on hand when the “standard” 
flour order goes into force next month, 
end that this practice is being 
or less encouraged by the millers. 

According to the latest notification 
from the food controller, such action 


is highly illegal and those who 
found with 


a large stock on hand may 
find it subject to confiscation, or they 
will have to sell at the lower price 
which is to rule for standard flour. 

The circular reads “Millers are 
usked not to sell more than the usual 
quantities of fiour to bak

Premier Stewart 

| Premier Stewart brought promises 
of help and suggestions for the man- 
ner in which that help could be given. 
He showed that as the war went on, 
the world in child welfare became 
more and more necessary and more 
activity was noticed along this line. 
The Premier stated that so far as he 
was aware, the present legisiatton for 
children in the province was second 
to none in the Dominion, and it was 
the great desire of the government to 
reach out and help the children of 
the rural districts, where, ibly, 
only a government qgould help dt 
was their intention to do this to @ 
certain extent with the co-operation 
of the school inspectors and any 
scheme for better public health that 
would be inaugurated by the saree: 
ment this year, would start with the 
health of the boys and girls in the 
Public schools, but before launching 
out on any scheme of this kind they 
wanted to make gure of their ground. 
They were now trying 'to obtain every 
bit of information available along this 
line; they were tnterested to know 
how the Portage la Prairie institution 
for delinquent boys was filling its pur- 
pose, 

He spoke of the decteton of the gov- 
ernment to liaav use of the Red Deer 
institution that had been purchased 
for the imbecile children of the West, 
for the soldiers who are returning to 
the province in need of special care, 
as the result of ehell shock, and so 
on. Knowing the hardships of the 
family in some of the rural districts 
the Premier stated he was especially 
interested in any help that could be 
carried to them and he said that he 
could not lay too much stress on the 
influence of the mother in the home. 
‘The father might be the biggest black- 
guard in the world, but if the mother 
was @ strong, virtuous woman, the 
children were wuable to stay by her 
teaching. The Premier went so far 
as to say that the influence of one 
good mother was worth more than 
that of ten men. So long as he was the 
firet minister, the organizations deal- 
ing with children's welfare would 
have not only the sympathy and en- 
couragement of the government, but 
financial assistance as well. 

Delinquency 

Tater in ue oven---s, A. M. Mes 
Donald, superintendent of neglected 
children, tovk slight exception to that 
part of the Premies speech where 
he deprecated the part that the father 
played in the up-bringing of the chil- 
dren, He gaid they had found in their 
work that in addition to being a hear- 
ty boarder, the father was an excel- 
lent institution. {n the home. Mr, Me- 
Donald spoke of the great percentage 
of children who came under the care 
of his department, who were the vie- 
tims of lack of medioal attention, 
probably many years before. This fact 
contributed to the delinquency in 60 
to 70 per cent. of the cases. He made 
a strong appeal for an assistant to 
Probation Officer Magee, who at the 
beginning of the war had voluntarily 
given up his assistant and neither 
he nor the department had realized 
at the time that the war would in- 
crease the problems of this depart- 
ment, rather than lessening them, al- 
so that it increased their respongibil- 
ity. He stated that for every boy 
that was sent down to Portage la 
Prairie, it cost “some one” $2.18 per 
day, so, if an officer saved but two 
boys a year ho saved his salary as 
well as two boys from the certain 
_ stigma of being in the institution, He 
_ also laid strong stress on the value 
_ of the home and hinted that it was 
the intention of the government to 
pension the worthy mothers. Mr. Mc- 
Donald spoke from his very intimate 
association with the work, and he 
spoke of the impossibility of judging 
of the work of the officers or of the 
department by the number of actual 
eases brought into the children's 
courts. All their tendehoy was to so 
remedy conditions that it wasmot nec- 
essary to bring the children into court 


at all. 
Use of the Birch 

One recommendation was reccived 
with surprise by many present. Thig 
was that the commissioners be given 
vuthority to impose the punishment 
of the birch.

Reports 

Most interesting reports were pre- 
eented by the different officials of the 
society. The report of Misa Bate, 
matron of the Children’s Shelter, 
showed that 717 children had been 
dealt with at the home during the 
year, and out of 149 infants cared for 
only 8 had died. The greatest num- 
ber of children received at the home 
during the year were the 149 under 
one year old, 52 under two, and de- 
creasing until_under five there were 
only 13, then they increased to 36 
under eight, and on up to 76 under 
sixteen. The scale showed some in- 
teresting comparisons; 385 were dis- 
charged, 98} were returned to their 
parents, and 87 placed in homes; 40 
were adopted. 

The number of children admitted 
during the year was 887. and of these 
205 were from the city; 586 were ra- 
ported dependent and neglected, and 
of these 807 were male and 27 female: 
a81 were delinquent, 97 males and s4 
demales. 

The report of the Children’s Aid 
Boarding home was signed by Agnes 
Baird, matron, and showed 108 chil- 
dren cared for during the year, 64 
boys and 44 girls; 31 of these avere 
soldiers’ children, 25 were fatherless 
and 26 motherless, ‘The ages ranged 
from 20 months to 14 years. This 
was a great increase over the number 
cared for in £916. 

Probation 

Thomas L. Magee. probation officer, 
pregented his own report, which show- 
ed just 1712 trips of investigation and 
inquiry made during the year; 188 
cases had been dealt with under the 
Juvenile Delinquent Act, 167 males 
and 16 females. The offiences varied | 
all the way from house-breaking and 
assault to creating a disturbance. 
Three of his delinquents were elght 
years old, 6 were 10, and the number 
jumped then to 22 at 11 and 38 at 14 
years of age, and then decreased 
again. ‘The great majority of these 
cases had been placed on probation. 
Of adults charged with contributing 
to the delinquency of children there 
were 43 cases with 41 convictions; 
163 cases were dealt with under the 
Children's Protection Act. 

Misa Jackson, probation officer for 
the girls, presented a report showing 
that 200 girls and Women had been 
essisted during the year; 85 were 
wards by the order of the court and 
16 others were wscor more or less 
supervision; 189 places had been ee- 
cured for girls, and the report showed 
that 81 entertainments had been given 
for the girts, including the Horse) 
Show, where 92 girls had been enter- 
tained, and the exhibition, where 73 
had been taken. 

Dr. Follinsbes, medica) hgalth of- 
ficer, reported of his work, which had 
been pecularly light during the year; 
46 operations had been performed and 
74 visits made, 

Credit Balance 

There was much interest in the re- 
port of the tréasurer, Matthew Es- 
dale, who coula show a balance on 
the right side of the Boarding home 
finances of over $600.

ROTARIANS HEAR 
OF OLD-TIME ERA 
ON WEST PLAINS 


John A. McDougall Tells of Pion. 
eer Life and of 1879 
Treaty 


John A. McDougall, one of Eémen- 
ton’s old-timers was the speaker at 
the Rotary Club luncheon on Thurs- 
day and for thirty minutes held the 
meeting with his intensely interesting 
and intimate description of the early 
days in the Canadian west, a subject 
with which he is famifiar as are few 
of the city’s present day residents. 

He described his trip to the west, 
a trip which occupied 28 days from 
Port Arthur to Winnipeg and about 
two months from that setlement to 
Edmonton. 

One of the most interesting features 
of the address was his graphic de- 
scription of a treaty made with the 
Indians in 1879 when $250,000.00 
treaty money was divided among sev- 
eral thousand Indians. 

The begining of the development of 
Edmonton which originated with the 
establishment of the Hudson's Bay 
buildings at “Fort Edmonton” were 
described and the first sale of town 
lots, when corner lots brought $50 
and others $25 on Jasper west of First 
street, gave a basis of comparison with 
present-day conditions. 

The talk was considered go valuable 
that ifwas decided to reprint {t in full 
in booklet form as a means of educat- 
ing the younger generation in pioneer 
conditions. The chairman for the day 
was John McDonald, who introduced 
the speaker with an eulogistic refer- 
ence to his many public-spirited ac- 
tivities.

AUXILTARIES 
* FOR ALBERTA 


Division of Bible Society Work 
in Province Planned for 


Annual Meeting 


The Bible society, for the purpose of 
more efficiently carrying on its work 
in Alberta, has decided to divide the 
province into two distinct auxiliaries, 
on the 28th inst. That which will be 
known as the Northern Alberta Aux- 
illary, will have its headquarters in 
Edmonton, and the scope of its ope- 
rations will reach as far as Ponoka 
in the south, and {t is planned to ex- 
tend its work rtght into the undevel- 
oped section of the far north, by the 
agenciés of branches and colportage. 

The local depository will acquire the 
Status of a depot, and become a dis- 
tributing centre for all the branches 
in its division, as well as a supply base 
for its colporteurs, Rev, H. D. Marr, 
B.A., of Calgary, will supervise the 
work as general secretary of the two 
auxiliaries. A strong and efficient per- 
sonnel is occupying the deliberations 
of a special committee, who will! be 
elected at the annual meeting to be 
held on the 28th inst., in the First 
Baptist church at 8 p.m. Rev. W. B. 
Cooper, M.A., general secretary for 
the Dominion, has been secured to 
speak on that occasion, and it is ex- 
pected the gathering will help greatly 
to strengthen the hands of those who 
are taking hold of the enterprising 
departure, and it is also hoped the 
meeting will create a host of new 
friends. 

With gthe outbreak of the war the 
Bible society was ready. The sudden 
demand made upon its resources did 
not find the institution unprepared, 
but on the contrary, the special ser- 
vice demanded was possible at once. 
The machinery for Bible distribution 
is ever on active service, and the sup- 
plies necessary were soon laid down 
at desirable points, where willing 
hands were also ready to hand out to 
the large forces of men a copy of the 
Scriptures! So adapted was the Bible 
society for such a vast unforeseen 
emergency, that soon its hands were 
extended with timely help to 50 dif- 
ferent languages, each man represent- 
ing these tongues being an active par- 
ticipant in the world war, 

As the war has continued the so- 
elety has found in Central Europe 
that it ts impossible either to produce 
or import further supplies, so that, 
while the society's depots continue to 
leave thir doors open, the shelves 
are fast being emptied, 

The Bible society has now been at 
work for 114 years, and while it has 
printed and laid down its finished vol- 
umes at the very door of many var- 
fed peoples, so that the Mst at present 
is now 500 different versions, each 
language representing a distinct class 
of foreigners. Amongst 800 of these 
strange tongues, the first book printed 
has been a copy of the Scriptures, 
which was made possible through the 
instrumentality of the Bible society.

HOSPITAL ARE 
SATISFACTORY 


J. A. McDougal! Urges Greater In- 
terest in Work of the 
Institution 


SEPARATE WARD FOR 
OERTAIN PATIENTS 


Notification of Venereal Diseases 
and Treatment of Them 
Discussed 


J. A. McDougall presided over the 
annual meeting of the Edmonton Hoa- 
pital association, which was held in 
the lecture room of the First Pres- 
byterlan church. There was a fair 
attendance, with representatives of the 
medical faculty and members of the 
Ladies’ Hospital Aid. 

Last year there were 50 members 
and for 1918 some 34 have already 
been secured through the efforts of 
the secretary. 

Secretary Leonard presented the fi- 
nancial statement, which showed that 
there was a balance of $166.08 from 
1916. Subscriptions for 1917 had am- 
ounted to $50, and bank interest $4.80. 
Payments during the year had am- 
ounted to $17.80, leaving a balance 
in hand of $203.03. 

The present representatives on the 
hospital board were unanimously chos- 
en to serve another term. They are 
G. 8. Armstrong, Dr. BE. W. Allin, H. 
H. Cooper, C. R. F. Kirkpatrick, J. A. 
McDougall, Hon, A. C. Rutherford and 
T, M. Turnbull. 

Urges Greater Interest 

The chairman urged greater Interest 
in the association and the work of the 
hospitals, and deplored the fact that 
the membership had decreased, in 
spite of the work undertaken in the 
endeavor to keep it up to the mark, 
He stated that the hospital was in an 
excellent position at the present time, 
perhaps better than ever before, but 
the prospects for the ensuing year 
were not so good, ow!ng to the in- 
creased cost of all supplies. Payments 
from patients had far exceeded ex- 
pectations, $5,400 per month, against 
$8,700 per month for 1916. Therefore, 
they were only calling on the city 
for $34,000, out of an estimate of 
$45,000. The ladies’ aid, whose work 
they greatly esteemed, spent about 
$1,700 on the Royal Alexandra dur- 
ing 1917, A donation of $505.39 was 
received from Mrs. Robertson and 
Mrs. Lockhart, on behalf of the late 
Mrs. Jennie Braithwaite Memortal 
Fund, to be held in trust for that 
fund. Victory bonds for $500 had been 
purchased out of the money and there 
was a balance In the bank of $8.95 

It was decided to spent $90 of the 
balance of the funds on hand in the 
purchase of a4 set of the Encyclo- 

aeedia Brittanica for the Nurses’ 

ome library, and the remainder of 
the money was turned over to the 
Ladies’ Aid, to be devoted to library 
and other purposes for the benefit of 
the nurses in pursuing their studies. 

Mrs. Melrose,’ president of the 
Ladies’ Aid, spoke in highest terms 
of appreciation of the condition in 
which the Royal Alexandra was main- 
tained, and the work being carried on 
in such an economic manner. They 
appreciated the manner in which the 
efforts of the Ladies’ Ald had been 
acknowledged, and as one of their 
number, ghe could say that thelr work 
had been accomplished by the loving 
sympathy of the members, with whom 
{it had been a pleasure to be asso- 
elated with during the last three or 
four years, 

On the moticn of G. S. Armstrong, a 
hearty vote of thanks was accorded 
to the members of the Ladies’ Aid 
for thelr work on behalf of the hos- 


pital. 
Venereal Diseases 

Mrs. Clyde MacDonald urged the 
necessity of making proper provision 
for the care of those suffering from 
venereal disease, wihch was emprasiz- 
de at the annual meeting of the Ed- 
monton hospital. It was stated that 
complaints were numerous, to the ef- 
fect that ordinary patients in the city 
hospitals were exposed to the danger 
of contact with patients suffering in 
this way. 

Mrs. MacDonald spoke of the lack 
of special accommodation, and sald 
that the disease was recognized as 
contagious, and in this respect was 
drawing attention all over the world 
at the present time. Saskatchewan 
had taken the step of making it 
notifiable to the health authorities, 
and she asked if the Hospital Board 
could not take up the matter and find 
some remedy for what was alleged to 
take place, the placing of patients suf- 
fering from venereal diseases along 
with others. Some of the societies in 
the city were pressing for a building 
to accommodate such patients alone, 
but if this could not be done, at least 
a separate ward could be provided, 
and she thought the board might, 
along with the doctors, take such a 
proposal under consideration. Allud- 
ing to the seriousness of the subject, 
Mrs, MacDonald said that there were 


lestimated to be twenty million such 


cases in the United Staten, and it was 
said that 25 per cent. of the cases in 
Ontarlo asylums were caused by the 
disease. 

Discussed With Government 

Dr. Anderson said that as president 
ef the Medical Association he had 
taken up the matter with the pro- 
vincial government, and had accom- 
panied several delegations to the gov- 
ernment, Definite proposals had been 
made to the government, Including 
publie and non-public notification, 
legislation to compél treatment, alse 
treatment free of charge. If they 
were going to get anywhere it was in 
the matter of treatment, and the 
speaker added that he did not con- 
sider publie notification would be ac- 
ceptable, as they would not secure the 
eo-operation of doctors or patients. 
He had seen Premier Stewart, and 
understood from him that legislation 
would be brought before the next sea- 
sion, to deal with the matter. The 
question wes being taken up by the 
provincial department ef public 
health, and attention was also being 
pressed for by the BSoelal Service 
league, the Anglican society, the 
Ministerial association and other 
bodies. Dr. Anderson said that so far 
as he was aware there was no proved 
case here infection had been contract~- 
ed in a city hogpital. 

H, H. Cooper informed the meeting 
that the board of trade was endorsing 
the action taken, the Provincial and 
Dominion governments being impor- 
tuned to go into the subject of com- 
batting the disease. 

Non-public Registration 

Dr. Wilson spoke in favor of non- 
public registration. One difficulty, so 
far as medical matters were concerned 
in connection with public health, was 
that it had always been customary for 
them to be tn the hands of laymen 
and under the department of agricul-

BROKE JAIL ARE 
STILL AT LARGE 


Pair Made Escape at Dusk From 
- Fort—Sawed Bars, Eluded 
Guards

Although a dragnet has been thrown 
throughout the province and prac: 
tically the entire local detective force 
is engaged in combing the city, Gordon 
P. Stairs and Henry J. Barnes, the 
two prisoners who escaped from the 
liort Saskatchewan jai] Wednesday 
evening, are still at large. They were 
sentenced several months ago to a 
Oheryear term with hard labor for 
complicity in a confidence and cheque 
game whereby they attempted to 
tleeve Edmonton wholesale houses on 
the pretence that they were repre 
sentatives of the J, F. Cairns depart- 
ment store, Saskatoon. 

Tho men made thair getaway just as 
dusk was falling and in spite of being 
challenged and fired at by the guards 
they cleared the prison grounds and 
vanisned. The two ex-prisoners are 
Lelieved to be making their way to 
Edmonton with the ald of friends who 
had smuggled a small steel file into 
Stairs’ cell, ith this Instrument he 
had cut the bars of his prison room 
@nd berated his comrade, Barnes, 
from the outside. 

Stairs and Barnes have a lengthy 
criminal record extending over period 
of years and are wanted in a number 
of cities on both sides of the line. The 
Ottawa pollee have been communi- 
cating with the Edmonton authorities 
for some time with a view to prosecut- 
ing the par as soon as they had com- 
fioted their sentance here. It is be- 
leved that the two crooks were in- 
fluenced in their escape to a great 
extent by the fear of the pro-ecutions 
to follow their release. 


FISHERMEN TO 
DISCUSS PLANS 
FOR FUTURE 


Conditions at Lesser Slave Lake 
for Consideration at Meoet- 
ing February 2. 


The fishermen of Lesser Slave lake 
will hold a meeting at Swan river 
on February 2 to discuss fishing con- 
ditions at the lake. There is consid- 
erable uncertainty as to what shape 
the regulations for next summer will 
take, and the fishermen restdent at 
the lake desire to reach a joint agree- 
ment as to representations in their 
interests, ; 

The present fishery regulations 
make the summer fishing for white~- 
fish begin on May 15. There ig said 
to be an effort in progress to have 
the season begin on July 15. With a 
limit on the quantity of fish that can 
be taken in a season, and with no 
limit on the number of licenses issued 
there is no difficulty tn fishing the 
limit within a comparatively short 
portion of the season. 

During the er season the follow: 
ing buying an shipping companies 
have operated at the lake: The Men. 
zies Fish Co., the McInnis Fish Co,, 
the Jones Fish Co., the Western Can- 
ada Fish Co, Lyons Weigel; Dad 
Miller, Phillips, and possibly others. 
A considerable part of the catch was 
shipped to the Booth Fish company, 
of Chicago. This company !s sald to 
be anxious to secure control of the 
lake, as they practically have of Lake 
Winnipeg. 

The prices paid the fishermen dur- 
ing the fishing season of this winter 
were: 

Whitefish, dressed, per pound,...4%o 
Pickerel, round, per pound 4%c 
Jacks, dressed and head cut off. .2%c 

The total catch for the winter was 
limited to 760,000 pounds. This 
amount was taken out, and fishing 
stopped on January 2. There are, of 
course, differences of opinion as to the 
amount that canebe taken from the 
the lake each year without perma- 
nently depleting the supply. It ts 
generally agreed that the present limit 
is safely within the mark, 

An important question In connec- 
tion with the conservation of the 
whitefish is the destruction of the 
jackfish. The jack is a fish-eating 
fish, and lives chiefly on whitefish. 
A fisherman mentions recently catch- 
ing one jack which contained six 
whitefish, and another that contained 
two whitefish, There is a general be- 
lief that the jacks in the lake kill 
more whitefish than the fishermen. 
At the same time, the much better 
price for whitefish leaves small in- 
ducement for the catching of jackfish. 

On repyesentations made by W. 
Adams, who has a ranch at Faust 
Siding, John W. Pace, of Seattle, 
visitéd Lesser Slave Lake in May last 
and again in September, to look Into 
the possibilities of canning jackfish 
with a view of providing a market for 
that variety of fish. On hig seeond 
visit he brought a hand machine and 
put up four dozen one-pound cans 
of jackfish. The canned jackfish was 
pronounced very good food, equal to 
the less choice of the salmon of Brit- 
ish Columbia. Mr, Pace is prepared 
to invest in a fish cannery to operate 
on jackfish of the northern lakes, but] 
has been deterred by the uncertainty 
as to what the fishery regulationg may 
be from day to day. To find a profit- 
able market for jackfish from white- 
fish lakes would be a strong measure 


of food conservation as well ag of 

immediate supply.

J. McKenzie, John Lavelle, V. T. Rich- 
ards, J, M, «vugsas and J, J, Barr. 


General Idea 


The general idea, as touched upon 
at the meeting, le the securing of en- 
larged businesses, and improved busi- 
ness methods on the South Side, in 
order to retain the patronage of local 
citizens; to develop the market, to 
give greater publicity to South Bide 
attractions, including its acknowledg- 
ed desirability as a residential neigh- 
borhood, and to work in harmony 
with other city Institutions for the 
betterment of the city in general. 

City officials present at the gather- 
ing included Deputy Mayor . HH. 
Martin, Aldermen Bush, W. W Prevey, 
Commissioner Harrison and Superine 
tendent Molr, of the etreet railway de- 
partment. 

The proceedings were opened by 
G. H. Gowan, who sald that some of 
them were convinced that the South 
Side was not making the most of its 
opportunities, and it had been decided 
to call a meeting cogether for the 
purpose of seeing what could be done 
to improve business and residential 
conditions on the South Side. 

T. P, Malone Presides 

T. P. Malone was then elected to 
the chair, and in further comment on 
the object of the ieeting, he said 
that {t must not be taken that Indl- 
vidually, some were not doing good 
business on the South Side, but it 
was thought that collectively they 
were not getting what was coming to 
them. It seemed a reflection on the 
people that were in business there, 
that they were not busier, as they 
had many advantages over other parts 
of the city, which it appeared they 
had failed to appreciate or to turn to 
good use, For instance, {n Whyte ave- 
nue they had the best business street 
in the city, they had the best covered 
skating rink in the city and it was 
said that they had as good a moving 
picture house In the city, in addition 
to other features. With some organ- 
ization and energy they felt that they 
might gee a way to regain some of 
what they hed lost, 

“We have gol to have co-operation 
of thought, as well as co-operation of 
action,” said J E, Brown, ex-presi- 
dent of the Edmonton board of Trade, 
who was the next speaker, "‘We have 
to think and act in terma of commun- 
ity. We have to show regard for thé 
interests of others as well as one par- 
ticular district. The firat thing is to 
get together and you have made a 
geod start tonight. You have many 
hings of which you have reason to be 
proud, and one js the possession of 
the university here. Some say that a 
university is no he’p to a community. 
but I am of different opinion, I have 
lived in university towns before and 
consider that they give a tone and up- 
lift to a community. Years ago you 
had the business of the city here, and 
I belleve that some 25 years or so ago 
it was te best side, If you have lost 
that prestige, it is due to the Indi- 
viduals, and not to geographical ait- 
uation. Th owth o 
tion has been larger since amalgama- 
tion, before it was one-fifth of the 
whole, now it is onethird. Since amal- 
gamation yok have not kept pace with 
the growth of »vur city, One reason 
ig that peop.e always respond to ser- 
vice. I do not wish to step on any- 
body’ toes on saying this, but the 
North Side was out to give better 
service and the people responded,” 

Some Ways to Hel 

Mr. Brown then pointed out same 
waye in which he thought they might 
help to remedy matters. One wag in 
way of @ collective delivery service— 
a thing which might not be possible 
en the North Side. The big stores 
delivered twice daily on the South 
Side, but locally they could amalga- 
mate thelr service and deliver dou- 
ble that number of times, and thus 
retain the custom, Let them put all 
their rigs together and form a de- 
livery company, with a central! point 
for the collection of goods and from 
whieh they could afterwards be dis- 
tributed, It had been done in other 
places with the greatest success, de-

Possibilities of Whyte Avenue 

G. H. Gowan spoke of the pasgi-

Brilliant Raid 
WITH THE FRENCH ARMY IN

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Where The Blame Rests. 

Evidence of an official character 
has been put before a Halifax 
court showing that previous to the 
explosion there no regulations 
had been established governing 
the movements of munition ships 
in the harbor. The absence of 
such regulations dispels all 
wonder that the accident occur- 
ved, 
something of the kind did not 
occur long before. Blame for the 
lack of such regulations rests, of 
course, upon the Department of 
Marine, and not upon a local of- 
ficial—to whose negligence many 
people have supposed the accident 
must have been due. 


The War Widows’ Taxes. 

The city council was unable to 
concede the request, that they re- 
mit arrears of taxes due on the 
property of soldiers’ widows. This 
action in no sense reflects any lack 
of sympathy with these women, 


or any want of appreciation of} 


the terrible sacrifice they have 
made in their country’s cause. 
But the remission of taxes is a 
matter in which a precedent is not 
only likely to hold for the future, 


but also to extend to include other | 


deserving classes than those to 
whom the concession was given. 
It would be altogether preferrable 
to accomplish the end in view— 
that of freeing this property from 
encumbrance—by other means. 


There must be agreement among | 


all right-minded people that it 
would be unthinkable that a wo- 
man whose husband has_ been 
killed fighting for the country 
should lose her home because she 
could not pay taxes upon it, and 
it is in degree equally undesirable 
that she should suffer anxiety be- 
cause of an outstanding and in- 
creasing debt of taxes against her 
property. The total amount owing 
on such property cannot be large, 
and if an appeal were made to 
the publie it eannot be doubted 
that money would be subseribed 
to discharge these obligations. At 
the same time, now that the mat- 
ter has been brought into the 
civie arena and made one of direct 
interest to every taxpayer in the 
city, the council would be justified 
in memorialising the Dominion 
Government to revise the pension 
scale, so as to free the widows of 
soldiers from future embarass- 
ment on this score. <A _ soldier’s 
widow ought surely to get enough 
pension from the treasury of the 
country her husband died for to 
keep her in comfort without de- 
pendance upon any sort of 
charity. 

Why Their Protest? 

The Winnipeg Free Press of last 
Saturday announces under a 
prominent heading that Premier 
Norris was heading a_ powerful 
delegation to Ottawa to protest 
against the proposed increase in 
railway freight and _ passenger 
rates. This must strike the people 
of Manitoba as being somewhat 
odd, It is only a little over a 
month since Premier Norris and 
the Free Press were urging the 
people of Manitoba to vote for the 
suppression of political contro- 
versy and the establishment of a 
Government which would manage

To use the power of state 
to compel one man to work for an- 
other man’s profit is what used to 
be known as slavery. 


Will History Repeat? 

Our food controller has issued 
an announcement that potatoes 
are sure to go down in price, and 
| that farmers had better unload be- 
fore the slump. Just about a year 
ago Mr. Hanna made a similar an- 
nouncement. The immediate  re- 
sult was that potatoes dropped to | 
75e a bushel, and the farmer un- 
loaded at that price. When the 
potatoes has passed into the hands | 
of the dealers the price promptly | 
rose to two or three times that!

Hon. J. R. Boyle Delivers Able Address at Calgary Convention— 


Asks Representatives of Rural 


Communities to Aid in Propa- 


ganda for Betterment of Educational Conditions 
in Country Districts 


At the convention of the U.F.A. in 
Calgary this week Hon. J. R. Boyle, 
minister of education, made a strong 
speech {n support of the policy of con- 
solidated schools, which, he pointed 
out was in his opinion the best solu- 
tion of the question of improving the 
educational facilities of the young 
men and women growing up on the 
farms of the province, The minister 
of education remarked that Alberta 1s 
spending more than two dollars ‘per 
head of the population on education, 
this sum being the largest of any 


tion of British Columbia, which has 
its own very valuable natural re- 
sources, Mr. Boyle urged his hear- 
ers, if they agreed with him as to the 
great benefit of consolidated schools, 
that they should give their assistance 
to the propaganda for improved edu- 
cation in the rural districts until com- 
plete success has been attained. 
Mr, Boyle's Address 

Mr. Boyle's address in full 
follows: 

Mr, Pesicent, Ladies and Gentle- 
men: Lt am here today to discuss 
with you the question as to what ways 
and means can be devised for proyid- 
ing improved educational facilities to 
the young men and women growing! 
up on the farms in this country. 
ural life has many advantages; it 
has some disadvantages. Many of the 
Gisadvantagegs have in recent years 
been largeiy removed, but there still 
remains that greatest of all draw- 
backs to rural lite, the lack of oppor- 
tunity for the young men and women 
te ucquire a sound secondary educa- 
tion without having to leave home for 
the purpose of obtaining it, 

I do not think that in this year 1918 
it is necessary for me to argue with 
you that a bare elementary education 
such as it is possible to give in the best 
conducted and best regulated single- 
teacher rural school is a lamentably 
insufficient equipment for any young 
man or woman to successfully grapple 
with the affairs of life under the com- 


is as 


clety, to say nothing of equipment for 
intelligent, patriotic and seryiceable 
citizenship. 

The human race has made wonder- 
ful progress in the last fifty years. The 


vention has brought about a re-organ- 
of industry and business re- 
quiring in the indiyidual citizen a much 
more highly trained mind and a 
greater amount of knowledge and skill 
than was formerly necessary. 

While it is true that there are many 
high schools in the towns and cities 
in this province where rural pupils 
may be educated, three provincial ag- 
ricultura] schools, a few private col- 
leges and a University, the fact re- 
mains that we have conditions in the 
rural parts of this country that have 
existed in every country, where the 
masses of the people as a matter of 
fact do obtain such education as is 
provided in their immediate commu- 
rity where they can take advantage 
of it without leaving the parental 
1cof, and no more than that, 

Condition in City and Couutry 

1 do not believe that the people of 
the towns and cities are any more 
impressed with the importance and 
value of education than ure the resi- 
dents of the rural districts, yet we find 
this remarkable fact that in the urban! 
centres where the organization of sec-| 
ovdary schcols is casy and where ati

schovuls exist from 60 to 70 per cent. 
of the children obtain a secondary 
educatioin—that is, a further training 
over and above Grade Hight, the high- 
the public school grades, In} 
cther words, in the towns and cities 
from 60 to 70 per cent. of the children! 
who grow up obtain a high school! 
education and a large percentage of} 
them spend at least three years upon} 
high school work. And what are the} 
facts with respect to rural school pu-!} 
pils?) We find that nol more than be- 
tween 10 and 15 per cent, of these 
ever obtain any education beyond; 
Eight, and a large proportion) 
of therm, on account of the inferiority 
of the rural school as compared with| 
the graded school in the towns and! 
cities, do not reach even Grade Seven. 

I would ask you to stop and con- 
sider what is possible to be accom- 
plished in the rural school as it exists 
in any country, the one-teacher rural) 
school. The teacher has in her charge! 
ali the pupils of the district, from the 
infant class to the boy of fourteen or 
tifteen years of age, covering all 
grades rom the child who is making | 
his first struggle to learn to read to 
the pupil who is preparing for his! 
Grade Eight examination, If the 
school district has the good fortune to 
be able from year to year for a series 
of years to employ an able teacher, 
the results to be obtained even In the 
first eight years of school Iife can 
scarcely be expected to be equal to 
that of the graded schools, where the) 
teacher will have one, two, three or 
possibly four grades. Then when you 
consider that it is only natural for a} 
teacher to prefer the graded school, | 
and when you realize that for some 
unaccountable reason the salaries are! 
better in the graded school than in the 
rural schools, you get the condition 
that the school boards of the graded 
schools select their teachers from the,

A General Criticism 
Considerable criticism is sometimes 
levelled at the educational system in 
this country. and it is 2 common cerit- 


education is not sufficiently practical, 
In my opinion, a good deal of the 
criticism is sound and well founded. 
It is not, however, sound as applied to 
the rural schoo!. What more prac- 
tical instruction can be given than to 


edge of his own language, some 
hnowledge of the country in which 
he lives, and its people past and pres- 
ent, and an elementary knowledge of 


the occupation tn which he is em-| 
ployed If a rural school can accom:| 
plish this it is doing well, It is not 


only giving @ practical education, but 
it is giving the only kind and extent 
of education that ig possible consid- 
ering the age of the pupils who are) 
being taught. 

The unfortunate thing about the 
tural school is that just at the time 
when the child is coming into the fuli 
vossession of his mental powers 


where it would be possible for him 
to Obtain more by way of a real equ- 
cation of a practical kind in two years 
than previously in four, he finds that 
the road to further instruction is bar- 
red by tho fact that he has reached 
the limit In hig own school and that 
circumstances will not permit that he 
should leave home for the purpose of 
obtaining further training. We must 
not overlock the fact that there comes 
& period in the boy's life at about 
fourteen years of age, and in that of 
a girl a little earlier, when the boy 
almost suddenly mentally a man and 
the girl mentally a woman, and when 
that time arrives it is possible to ac- 
complish more by way of real prac- 
tical instruction, mental training and 
development in two years than in the 
previous four, and the mind at that 
tine {fg at its most alert and most im- 
pressionable stage, and what is 
learned at that period will never be 
forgotten. The very best time for 
ebtaining results is between the ages 
of fourteen and twenty. The towns 
and cities, therefore, have a tremend- 
cus advantage by reason of the fact 
that there ig no break in the pupil's 
training until such time as jt is neces- 


sary for him to start earning a living} 


for himself for the simple reason that 
the education {Js there at his door and 
it is not necessary for him to leave 
home. The criticism that has been 
levelled at the system of education in 
this and other parts of the continent 
as belng not sufficiently practical, as 
I said before, is well founded only 
with respect to secondary schools, but 
that in recent years has been grad- 
ually changed until today secondary 
education as it is given in the towns 
and cities in this country is commenc- 
ing to be of a decidedly practical 
kind. There are conditions in the 
urban centres which make a practical 
education of a secondary nature much 
more difficult than in the rural parts 
of the country by reason of the fact 
that in a town you will find boys and 
girls in a high school training for a 
great variety of occupations—agricult- 
ure, business, law, medicine, the 
church, ete., and what, therefore, is 


practical for one class is not entirely| 


practical for another, It is difficult, 
therefore, to get 4 common basis of 
practicability in education in the 
towns, In the large cities it is more 
Simple because the population 
greater and it is pousible to specialize, 
Therefore, you find in cities like Ed- 
monton and Calgary facilities for 
technical education, commercial edu- 
cation, for professional education and 


scientific education, all in the high 
school system as it exists in these 
places. 


The Remedy 

What, therefore, is the remedy to 
correct this condition of affairs which 
deprives the great majority of the 
young people on the farm of an op- 
portunity for a sound education. and 
places at the doors of those of the 
towns and cities every facility for such 
training? To my mind the most prac- 
ticable scheme is the consolidated 
school. I say the consolidated for the 
reason that consolidation of 
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school districts, providing convey- 
ance for the echildren to a central 
point, makes possible graded classes 
and good teachers with the best re- 
Sulls, makes possible a better attend- 
ance in the elementary classes, pro- 
vides for pupils completing their ele- 
mentary grades at an earlier age and 
commencing their secondary studies 
at the earliest period at which they 
come into possession of their full 
mental powers, and then the greatest 
of all, {t provides a secondary educa- 
tion for all pupils—one which it is 
possible to make more practical than 
any that can be given in the towns 
and cities because of the fact that all 
of the pupils will be studying for one 
business, the business of farming, and, 
therefore, it is possible to give the 
instruction from the lower grades 
right to tho highest grade of the high 
school department a decided agricult- 
ural vocational bent, This is a prac- 
tical scheme because it brings the best 
education right to the home of all, 
and you might as well expect that the 
mountain will move to Mahomet as to 
expect that the great masses of the 
children growing up in this country 
will leave the parental roof to obtain 
any portion of their education. It 
has never been done; it will never be 
done, 

There are at the present time tn) 
attendance at the high schools in this 
province, exclusive of those residing 
in town ard village districts, less than 
$000 pupils from the rural parts of} 
this country, and only 809 attending 
the agricultural schools, The agri- 
cultural schools are special vocational 
institutions which at present are 
struggling with rural students, trying 
to bolster up their defects in lack of 
previous training necessary to fit them 
to fully benefit from the specialized 
scientific instruction given, A boy or 
girl who has had two years at a high 
school or in the upper grades of a 
consolidated school will learn more in 
cne year at one of our agricultural 
schools than the pupil without it will 
accomplish in two. These schools are 
splendidly suited to finish the educa- 
tion of students who have had about 
two years’ secondary work in a con- 
solidated school, and there will al- 
ways be some, and 1 hope many, who 
are both willing and able to leave 
home to obtain it, 

First Permitted in 1918 

The department of education has 
for a number of years been encourag 
ing the establishment of consolidated 
schools, They were flrst permitted by 
law in 1913. Their establishment is 
voluntary by the pegpple living in the 
districts concerned, and is decided ut 
rresent by a majority vote, We have 
carried on a considerable propaganda 
to encourage the establishment of 
these schocls, and now we have in this 
province 42 consolidations, All of 
these have not yet been completely 
crganized insofar as the educational 
work is concerned, but some of the 
cider ones represent the finest type of 
educational institution to be found tn 
this province or anywhere, If anyone 
thinks that the consolidated school js 
not a success, I would adyise him to 
visit Warner, Coaldale, Milk River, 
Barons or Barnwell, or any of the 
older consolidations. 

The great obstacle in the way of the 
establishment of these schools is not 
so much the fact that conditions are 
not suitable for their establishment. | 
Conditions are quite fayorable over a} 
great portion of this province, The 
great obstacle is the unwillingness of 
the people interested to pay the cost} 
of better and higher education, Just 
so long as people are snatistied that the 
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progress will be slow; but if the farm- 
ing community can be made to real- 
ize that we have passed the stage 
when we can be any longer considered 
& poor province, and are rapidly ap- 
Lreaching the time where we will be 
considered one of the wealthy prov- 
inces of this Dominion, and if they 
can be made to realize that the great- 
cst asset that this province has is the 
young men and women growing up 
in the country, and that a good educa- 
tion will give to them power as in- 
dividuals and as citizens; that money 
invested upon the education of these 
boys and girls will produce bigge: 
dividends than money invested in any 
other enterprise—then we will reach 
the stage where we will have consoll- 
Gated schools ail over this country 
where their establishment can be 
practicable, and we will have com- 
pletely changed the conditions that 
exist today and will have come to the 
time when the great majority of the 
young men and woinen growing up on 
the farms will have as good and even 
better opportunity for obtaining the 
best in elementary as well as second- 
ary education to equip them to grap- 
ple with the affairs of life and to meet 
thelr duties of citizenship as their 
brothers and sisters of the towns and 
cities who haye heretofore been so 
much favored. 
Expenditure for Education 

You took sufficient interest in this 
1roblem last year to pass a resolution 
in favor of consolidated schools. 1 
think that I can hear some person in 
the audience say, “If you think these 
schools will be such a success, why 
not proceed and establish them; why 
trouble uz about it?’ Let me say that 
governments are the humble servants 
of the people. We can go so far and 
no further, When the majority of the 
people say stop, we must halt; when 
the command is “Go forward,” gov- 
ernments must go forward or go out, 
Governments may carry on propagan- 
da for reform, but their legislation 
must be In accordance with the ma- 
jority of public ppinion of the tfwe. 
The government of this province last 
year expended over one million dol- 
lars out of the provincial revenue on 
education, besides the cost of the 
agricultural schools, Nearly $700,- 
€00 of this amount was paid out by 
way of grants in aid of schools, and 
much more than half of it went to 
the rural schools, Our total expen- 
diture for education out of provincial 
revenue is, therefore, in excess of $2 
per head for every man, woman and 
child in the prevince, and is the great- 
est according to population of any 
province in Canada, excepting Britisn 
Columbia, which has its own very val- 


uable natural resources. We cannot 
expect to increase our grants to 
schools during the war, but I am 
convinced that the time has arrived 


in this province when we should re- 
distribute this money, giving more in 
aid of secondary schools and less for 
elementary education, Most parts of 
the country have passed the time 
where it is any longer a struggle to 
support the elementary school, and if 
we were to re-distribute these grauts, 
paying more to encourage consolidat- 
ed school and less for elementary 
education, I think it would be in the 
public Interest, 

In conclusion let me say to you, the 
leaders of thought in the rural parts 
of this country, that if you believe, ax 
I do, that consolidated schools would 
be the greatest asset that this coun-, 
try could have, and that the money 
expended to get a good education for 
the boys and girls on the farms would 
be money well expended and worth 
while, then I am going to ask you 
to use your organization and all the 
energy you posséss to assist the de- 
partment of education to carry on the 
propaganda for improved educational 
fucilities in the rural parts of this 
country until we have attained com-

Jim Coffey, 27 Years Old, Has Been Fighting Six Years. 

It will be six years tomorrow night since Jim Coffey, the Irish 
giant, began his ring career. The sixth anniversary of Coffey's ring 
debut is almost coincident with his twenty-seventh birthday, for the 
January of 1891 was nearing its close when Coffey first opened his 
eyes upon the world at Castelrea, Roscommon, Ireland. He was 
christened James Joseph, and grew up into a big lad, working on his 
father's farm and wrestling with the boys in the neighborhood. It 
was in April, 1910, that Jim came to America, landing in Boston and 
he immediately hiked to Pawtucket, where he had friends. There 
he worked for a time, and later got a job as a teamster in Providence. 
Finally he came to New York and got a job as a motorman on a sur- 
face line. 

One cold night Jim's car was held up by a fire, and he engaged 
tn conversation with a cop named Tom Shaw. The latter, a boxer 
and wrestler of note in New York police circles, suggested that they 
pull off @ little wrestling match in the snow to keep warm. In less 
than a minute Shaw was lying flat on his back. The cop invited 
Coffey to come around to the police gym, and there the Irishman 
first donned the gloves. Jim didn't know a thing about boxing, but 
when the bout was over Tom Shaw had a great admiration for the 
motorman and a fractured rib. 

Coffey decided to go in for the boxing game, and was tutored by 
Marty Farrell. Green as Coffey was, Billy Newman thought well 
enough of him to match him with Nick Muller. They met at the 
New Polo club on Jan 26, 1912. Coffey was wild, and once knocked 
both his opponent and the referee down with one flailing swing. In 
the sixth round Muller had enough, and Coffey was wildly cheered by 
the fans, From that moment he had a big following and developed 
rapidly, and even became a contender for Jess Willard’s title, but 
two defeats by Frank Moran gave him a set back.

Birthday of Jim McCormick 


Jim McCormick, once prominent as a heavyweight boxer, was 
born at Galveston, Tex., Jan 25, 1879, thirty-nine years ago today. 
The Texas giant stood six feet one inch in height, and weighed 
about 185 pounds. He started fighting in 1899, the same year which 
witnessed the ring debut of another native of Galveston, Jack John- 
son. McCormick fought a draw with the colored giant that year, and 
took part several other contests, winning most of them by 
knockouts. ‘In subsequent battles he was defeat@d by the big negro, 
but defeated a number of good scrappers, including Denver Ed Mar- 
tin, Fred Russell, Pat Purtell and Jack Bonner. McCormick con- 
tinued fighting until 1905, when he defeated Jimmy Hanlon and 
Billy Stift and knocked out Sandy Ferguson in Hot Springs. He was 
then matched to fight Gus Ruhlin at Colma. The battle went to 
eighteen rounds, when Gus landed a punch which put McCormick 
down for the count. That battle was the last important ring affair 
in which McCormick participated and it also marked the close of
